The (rat paragraph of the 7 nVicntion rend 
tim-: "Tlie opinion ot Ihe Cmni nf Appeals in 
this c-ue has not surprised those who nie mniilia 
with it. The parade at Kranklott at the he&rlnj 
of the ease, aii'l the ready dfpartiise of the court 
from its uniform practice In the urgument, indi 
t iled to them; that the question to iio detei mined 
was .not so much whether the el< IcmlatH was guil- 
ty of the charge! alleged ngainW Mm, hut how 
much external pressure the court could heir and 
do its duty. And the solution of that question 
is to be found in the opinion delivered." Surely 
there cannot be found a ju~l n'an in this Com- 
monwealth, or out of it, who will not disapprove 
of the publication of this paragriph. 

Let us examine the charge brought forward;

If the case under con-ideration is provided for 
by ihe Code, as we think it is, then the question is 
at an end, and the Court of Appeals had jurisdic- 
tion. 1 further contend that the allowance of an 
ai peal in this case is not inconsistent w ith the Civi 
Code, and that it is a clear right nu tor the Revise 
Statute-, on office and franchise both being i 
the controversy. 

Tlie 15th s-etion of the Civil Code of Practic 
says : " The Coiiri of Appeals shall have afpellat 
jurisdiction over the final orders and judgments o 
all other courts of thjs Commonwealth, subject t 
the exceptions in the next section." The nex 
and 10th section reads thus : " Where the actio 
or proceeding is for the recovery of money or pci 
sonal property, and the matter in controversy doe 
not exceed $100 in value, or in behalf of the de 
fondant w here the judgment of the inferior con 
is against him for money or personal property n> 
exceeding in value $MK*, unless reduced belo- 
that amount by a si t off or counter-claim, 1 
where the judgment grants a divorce, or whe: 
the judgment or order is by the quarterly cour 
county court, police court, city or mayor's cour 
or justices' court, and an appeal is given to th 
quarterly or circuit court, the Court of Appeal 
shall have no appellate jurisdiction." 

It is clear that tlie 15th section first quote 
gives the right to an appeal in this case, and tha 
it is not taken away by the 10th section. 

It is furthermore (dear that there is nothing in 
cither of the sections quoted inconsistent w ilh the 
sections of Revised Statutes above referred to.

EXAMINE. TIIE RECORD LTON THESE QUESTIONS." 

Tlie quotation last made is. if possible, more 
unbecoming and contemptible than the insinuation 
and lurking slander with which the quotations 
at the head of this article is rep'ete. 

Each of the extracts show that the author was 
laboring under great mental agony, and in his 
convulsions spit out his vcnoai upon an upright 
ami enlightened court. 

Let us examine the charge of falsehood im- 
puted to the Appellate Court, and see if the ma- 
lignity of the author is not such as to destroy his 
vision — at least the mental port of it. It is true 
thit the Court of Appeals say that no notice 
seems to h ive bi ea then taken of this affidavit. 

The alii lavit thus alluded to was the first one 
fi ed by Turner, objecting to Goodlue's • residing. 
and there was no notice taken of it at the time it 
was jiled , or for three days after, ami not until 
Turner filed his second allidav it, ami al.-o llic af- 
fidavit of five other persons. 

In a subsequent part of the opinion of the 
Court of Ap icals is this passage: "Tills applica- 
tion for the substitution of another Jud^e to try 
said charges was overruled by the presiding 
Judge, who, at the same time, assigned his rea- 
sons for so doing, alluding to what bad trauspiretl 
on a previous day of the term on the same mat 
ter, and also referring to the first affi larit men 
tioned." Tiie above quotation shows where the 
truth lies, and in mercy to the author of this 
charge I push this no further. 

In relation to the charges contained in the sec 
ond affidavit against Judge Goodloe's sitting in 
the case, instead of the Court of Appeals saying 
this charge was uncontradicted, they say in their 
opinion that Goodloe staled on the record of tfie 
Circuit Court as follows: "lam a stranger to 
the facts stated in these affidavits, and have no 
knowledge that they are true." 

I will now proceed to show that the author has 
made Goodloe's ease greatly worse by exhuming 
this denial of his, solemnly drawn up and entereil 
on the record of the Circuit Court. 

Besides the five affidavits exhibited with Tur- 
ner's when lie objected lo Goodloe'- 1 presiding, 
the record presents the affidavits of other persons 
which we will now set forth, conclusively show ing 
that judge Goo doe knowingly entered a false 
hood upon the record in his wholesale denial of 
tlie allegations of Turner's affidavit . 

James C. Caldwell states: "That he was in 
court at the J'.'.no term, 1859, during the whole 
trial of said case, and took notes of the steps and 
evidence given and taken on tlie trial, and Judge 
Goodloe evinced during the whole trial atrongl 
prejudice against the defendant.

pass a law providing lor n special judge in all 
cases, whether civil, penal, or criminal, lis lan- 
guage is broa) ami comprehensive, and Ihe'ehiuac 
of the Revised Statutes maJe in pursuance of the 
constitution is equally comprehensive. 

The QuiMt of Appeals, in th ir opinion, say that 
both the constitution and Statute embrace every 
description ol case. The only occasion for refer- 
ence lo Hie Statute of 1815 was lo show w hat had 

1 ecu considered aforetime, grounds showing that 
a judge could not properly preside 011 ihe trial 
of a particui ir cause, as a key to tiie construction 
of the constitution and Revised Statutes ou Ibis 
subject. And we think the court has very prop- 
erly and satisfactorily Settled ties point. 

i have already shown that this is a civil, and 
mt a criminal or pen d case, and hence ihe stric- 
tures of tiie e immUM Cation in relation to the 1 Hi h 
section of chapter 11 of the Revised Statutes, 
page 107, deserves very Mule nonce. That chap 
ter was on the subject of change of venue, and by 
the repeal of the J tllli section the right to a 
change of venue in a penal cause does noi 
now exist. No act of ihe Legislature has, 
however, repealed Ihe right of a litigant 10 
object lor u proper c-in-e to the judge of a 
circuit court, and lo a-k feir the election of a 
special judge. Tne chapter on that subject, under 
the litle of " Courts," is still in lull force. 

I will now notiee another passage of I 1 e com- 
ir.uuic limn. "The effort of ihe court to give 
to the pi 1 rase for any cau-e; u-ed in the consti- 
tution and act little "com is," lelative to the ills- 
qualification of the Judge is absurd. The plain 
grammatical meaning of the sentence make it 
relate 10 the failure ol ihe Judge to attend his 
coiu t. // is shocking tolhink the Court of Apoeats 
of Kentucky have so tittle knowledge of the 
grammatical construction of our mot hi r tongue.

This paragraph outstrips any of the oth- 
ers. The author seems to hive become fran- 
tic It is impossible lor any rational moid to give 
the construction to the constitution and Revised 
Statutes above contended for. The statute is 
nearly in the same language as the clause of the 
consiimtion. so far as the latter goes. The section 
ot the Statute reads thus: "When from any 
cause the Judge of the Circuit Court fails 10 at- 
tend, OR IF IN ATT F.N DANCE, CANNOT FROPKRLV 

PltlMpi in a cause or causes pending in such 
court, the attorney's wno are present shall elect 
one of its members," &0., &.C- Now, this great 
critic of ihe English languige contends that, under 
this clause 1 here can be no election except w hen the 
judge fails to attend; and if he is in attendant. e. and 
cannot properly preside, no special judge can he 
elected Ueatly, the matter is so plain mat there 
is 110 loom for debate, among men who have ever 
risen even to the lower ranks ol pedagogere. 

I have but another part of this production to 
notice. It complains of the courLs not deciding 
the case on the merits, anil charges it witii 
"dodging," and alleges lhat il decided the mer- 
its in oilier cases of a similar nature, and thai the 
court preferred iho charges it: the case against 
Race.

"$ "5. Within ninety dais after the passage of this 
act every existing military cotupaio which has been 
furnished with Mate arms shall cunfons to the re- 
quirements of t.iis act which relate tu mustering 
new companies into the State Uuard; but it shall not 
be an absolute requisite that such companies shall i 
have the lull strength re-quired for new companies, 
r.r that the members of such companies ibafi be 
eighteen years of W3. The commanding officer under 
the present organisation of such companies shall 
make, out a statement of all arms, equipments, and' 
public property in possession of the company and of 
i's members, and subnet the same to the county ! 
judge, who. if he deem it expedient, shall indorse on 
said statement thai it is with his sanction that said 
armsand equipments are held bj said sompany; after 
whieh indorsement the arms and equipments so des- 
cribed shall ht charged against suen county in like 
manner as it' they had been issued as provided in 
cases of new companies mustered into the service 
under this act. The statement of arms, thus indors- 
ed, together with the commander's report ol the 
strength of the company, shall ba transmitted to the 
inspector general, win, shall cause the company to be 
mustered into tho State liuard. and tue election ol 
officers to take place in the same manner as is provid- 
ed for a'new company. 

"ij-.'G. Should any existing company fail, within 
the required time, to comply with the above pre- 
scribed conditions, it shall be considered as disband- j 
ed; and it shall be the duty of tho county attorney, 
or the Commonweeltb'a attorney lor the district in !
